if a summons is issued. 
The Ohio units notified are:

Squadron at Blue Ash near Cin­ 
cinnati. 
How many of the citizen-air- 
men will be called to duty ap­ 
pears to depend on where the 
activated units are sent. Officials 
said if the unit is sent to a well 
established 
base, probably only 
pilots and aircraft will be called 
up. But if the unit is sent to a 
base not as well established, all 
support personnel, mechanics, air 
police, food service, etc., probably 
would be activated. 
When the call will come and 
how long duty will be for also are 
unanswered questions. 
Unofficially , it has been esti­ 
mated that the call — if it comes 
— will be within two months. The 
length of time that such units 
might serve is thought to be at 
least one y ear. 
Recall is nothing new' for the 
166th and 112th squadrons. Both 
were activated during the Korean 
conflict. One officer’s wife prob­ 
ably summed up the feeling of all 
the squadron members. When she 
heard of the alert she ex claimed: 
“ Oh, no, not again!”

Police, Firemen 
Pay Raise Stalled 


A motion calling for the introduc­ 
tion of two ordinances pertaining 
to pay raises for Circleville Fire 
and Police Department personnel 
failed last night in City Council. 
The motion by Councilman Da­ 
vid Crawford died for lack of a 
second. The motion probably will 
be p r e s e n t e d again at the 
nex t Council meeting. 
An average raise of about IO per 
cent has been asked by city police­ 
men. A straight IO per cent hike 
has been requested by all members 
of the fire department. 
The average IO per cent raise for 
the police chief, three sergeants, 
eight patrolmen and one special 
patrolman would amount to a total 
increase of $5,221 80 for one y ear. 
• • • 
ACCORDING to the new wage 
scale, hourly rate increases would 
range from about 14 cents per 
hour for beginning regular patrol­ 
men to about 25 cents per hour for 
sergeants. 
The requested fire department 
total increase would amount to $1- 
9 08.9 0 for one y ear. This would in­ 
clude straight IO per cent raises for 
the chief, two lieutenants, regular 
firemen, beginning firemen and 
new firemen completing 9 • day 
probationary periods.

By WILHAM L, RYAN 
Associated Press News Analy st 
“ Visit Cuba, .and of happy peo­ 
ple,” say s the lettering on card­ 
board box es of rum offered fot 
sale to travelers. 
You smile bitterly . You are a 
traveler, a refugee from y our own 


country . You are one of y et an­ 
other 20.000 the United States has 
promised to absorb. 
Before tile 
day is out y ou hope to escape, 
to join the many tens of thou­ 
sands who already have left. 
Your goal is close — so very 
close. But this will be the most 
anx ious, the most tense day of 
all. You have with y ou all the 
worldly possessions y ou can car­ 
ry on an airplane to Glorida. All 
the rest is left behind. 
For months y ou have undergone 
the mental strain of waiting — 
lines for visas, line 
for ex it per­ 


mits, lines for plane tickets, lines 
for every thing — Lines Aching 
ahead through the agonizing la­ 
by rinth of Fide* Castro’s revolu- 
ionary bureaucracy . Now, at last 
y ou are a the airport. It will bo 
the last day , if y ou are lucky . The 
last hours are the hardest of all. 
You finally get to check y our 
baggage. It is sent out to customs. 
There is nothing to do now but 
wait and wait. it gets hotter by 
the minute as the afternoon wears 
on and the passengers mill about 
the small waiting room. Once y ou 
are there y ou dare not leave. A 
P 


window has been broken, and the 
room’s air conditioning does no 
good. 
You wait anti wait and wait. 
Children are wailing, irritated by 
the heat and the long, ex hausting 
vigil. It is 4 p.m. Anx ious ey es 
scan the skies through the wait­ 
ing room windows. The American 
plane hasn’t appeared. 
It wouldn't have mattered if it 
did show up on time. The customs 
people were a long way from fin­ 
ished. Then here were the inter­ 
rogations by the G-2, Castro’s in­ 
telligence people. 


For many there would be in­ 
tensive and often seemingly point­ 
less questioning.

Cubans Experience Bitter Strain in Fleeing Their Homeland

That University of Chicago professor 
who says the United States is a pedocracy 
is at least on the fringes of truth. T h e 
word, which m eans rule by children, fits 
the situation of m any parents who do not 
lead but are led by their offspring. 
Controlling parents’ selection of friends 
is only one of m any tactics children use to 
m aintain their absolute dictatorship over 
m others and fathers. Home life for par­ 
ents is a constant round of buying, build­ 
ing, repairing, getting out and putting 
away toys, books, games, swimming pools 
tricycles and all the other apparatus no 
self - respecting child would be without. 
Social life is dictated by the amount 
parents can afford for babysitters. W i t h 
a plethora of children’s books on the m ar­ 
ket and unlimited imaginations for creat­ 
ing fun and gam es that involve adults, 


youngsters have no problem whatsoever 


p r o g r a m m i n g whatever t i m e 
t h e i r 
p a r ­ 
ents have left. 
The professor who says the United States 
is a pedocracy would replace the “meek, 
slightly stupid and foolish comic strip fath­ 
er figure” with a stong, resolute disciplin­ 
arian and pour m others into the mold of 
the pioneer wife who shared her husband’s 
attitude about parents calling the tune. 
While the prevalence of some pedoc­ 
racy is undeniable, hasn’t the Chicago 
professor overemphasized its threat? Dis­ 
cipline, or lack of it, is only one of many 
parental influences that shape a child’s 
character. Knowledge that too much indul­ 
gence of a child’s dem ands can be detri­ 
mental is only part of the wisdom requir­ 
ed to be a successful parent.

U nless you have a known te r­ 
m inal disease an honest physician 
w ould have to adm it, as any hon­ 
e st physician did 3,000 y ears ago, 
th a t your longevity would have to 
be as m uch a m ystery to you as 
his is to him . 
It has been m y observation th a t 


people who have perform ed an en ­ 
d eav o r ably for a long period of 
tim e, if they w eary of it. survive 
longer if they relinquish it ra th e r 
than if they try to continue th eir 
clutch of it. 
They 
m ust 
find 
a 
different 
reach. T here com es a tim e when 
they m ust let go of w hat th ey 
have 
held, 
and 
g rasp 
another 
thing. 
C hange is a trem endous m edi­ 
cine at any age. 
T here are those who say th a t 
age cannot stand a change of m ed ­ 
icine or survive a new view point. 
My observation has been th a t 
the elderly can well sustain any 
change except a change of w eight. 
Those who re tire early do not 
perish 
from 
nonperform ance. 
T heir appetite endures, they re ­ 
fresh them selves by new attem p ts. 
Science has its purposes, but it 
also has its fru stratio n s. 
I re c a ll th e sad face of a pi­ 
oneer doctor in the field of g ero n ­ 
tology—the study of old age. He 
w orried him self to d eath in his

Is Given Nod 


W ASHINGTON (A P )—The Sen­ 
ate Labor Committee 
yesterday 
approved far-reaching bills to set 
up a 150,000-member Youth Conser 
vation Corps and establish a GI 
education program for veterans 
serving since 1955. 
The youth corps bill sent to the 
Senate floor far exceeds the rec­ 
ommendations of President Ken­ 
nedy. His administration actively 
opposed 
the 
other 
measure, 
dubbed the “ cold war veterans G I 
bill ” 
Both proposals were cleared by 
voice votes with strong support 
from Democrats on the commit­ 
tee. 
Republicans indicated solid 
opposition 
to 
the 
youth 
corps 
measure. Some GOP committee 
members also opposed the veter­ 
ans bill. 
The youth corps bill, sponsored 
by Sen. 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey, 
DMinn., would create a corps 25 
times the 6,000-member oilot proj­ 
ect proposed by Kennedy. 
Enrollees would work on proj­ 
ects 
sponsored 
by 
government 
conservation, 
park, 
forest 
and 
wildlife agencies similar to the 
tasks of the old Civilian Conser­ 
vation Corps of the 1930s. 
The veterans bill, sponsored by 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough, D-Tex., 
would give veterans discharged 
since Jan. 31, 1955, college edu 
cation and other benefits similar 
to those received by World W ar I 
and Korean W ar servicemen. 
The Veterans Administration, in 
opposing the legislation, said the 
education costs alone could ex­ 
ceed $2 billion.

Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
said the grand jury Monday also

voter lists of ineligible names. 
The first count, charging con­ 
spiracy against the rights of citi­ 
zens, named 16 defendants. They 
included Judge E li Willcox, of the

court), who was responsible for 
general supervision of the elec­ 
tion; and Lewis B. Seay, clerk of 
the Telfair County Superior Court. 
Fourteen 
pollholders,

Kennedy

indictment 
charged that all the defendants 
conspired to cast and count and 
permit others “ to cast and count 
forged, fraudulent and ficticious 
votes for presidential 
and vice 
presidential electors.” 
The second count charged the 
14 pollholders with executing the 
conspiracy, by casting and count­ 
ing the fictitious votes.

Factory Hiring 
Shows Climb 
During June 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Factory 
employment 
increased 
during 
June, but at a slower rate than 
in May, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
Total 
hirings, 
which 
usually 
mount sharply in June, were re­ 
ported at the rate of 40 per 1,000 
workers, an increase of 3 per 
1,000 over May. 
The 
increase 
in new hirings 
about 6 per 1,000 over the month 
was reported about normal for 
this period and reflected the cus­ 
tomary summer entry of students 
and graduates into the factory 
force. 
The rate of recalling workers 
back to jobs dropped, however, 
especially in the industries which 
had previously been showing the 
sharpest recovery—prim arily fab­ 
ricated 
metals, 
machinery 
and 
electrical machinery. 
Hirings were either down or up 
less than seasonally in a number 
of nondurable goods industries in 
which they normally rise, such as 
textiles, 
chemicals, 
petroleum 
rubber and leather. But they rose 
more than seasonally in the build­ 
ing materials and home furnish­ 
ing industries such as lumber, 
stone, clay and glass. 
Layoffs dropped by 2 to 12 per 
1,000 over the month while the 
number of workers quitting their 
jobs rose by the same amount to 
IO per 1,000. 
Total hirings and quiltings for 
June were about the same as a 
year earlier but layoffs were 5 
per 1,000 lower.

Now try to imagine all the sur­ 
rounding states east of the Mis­ 
sissippi River also under a Com­ 
munist satellite government, hut 
with the West still free. Tempor­ 
ary national capital — Columbia,

If you can get a situation like 
that clearly in mind, you’ve come 
a long way toward understanding 
what the situation in Merlin looks 
like on the ground. 
Greater 
Berlin 
is 
actually 
a 
good deal bigger than Washing­ 
ton—it includes about five times 
the area and population of the 
District of Columbia. 
The city is split, not by any­ 
thing so straight as Pennsylvania 
Avenue, but by a border that me­ 
anders some 25 miles through the 
nfiddle 
of 
town, 
roughly 
from 
northwest to southwest. In some 
places it goes right down the cen­ 
ter of 
oncc-busy 
streets. 
Else­ 
where it leaves sidewalks on one 
side of the line and house doors 
on the other. There are a few

where 
it 
actually 
splits 
houses in half. 
One of the oddest things about 
Berlin's little Iron Curtain is that 
it is so porous. Anyone can go 
hack and forth by foot, car, sub­ 
way or elevated train. Citizens of 
West Germany are supposed to 
get a special pass, but this is 
quickly given and Communist po­ 
lice rarely ask to see it. 
It’s a very different story if vqu 
try to leave Berlin and visit the 
surrounding German countryside. 
For this, special permission is re­ 
quired by the East German Com­ 
munist authorities, and it is not 
so easy to get. That Iron Curtain 
is not so porous.

crisis,

Communists 
might seal off East Berlin from 
West Berlin, almost as effectively 
as they have sealed off Berlin 
from the rest of Germany.

Crisis in Germany 
Geography Adds 
To Berlin Problem 


EDITOR S NOTE - 
A wander­ 
ing line that even splits houses in 
two is the porous Iron Curtain 
that separates East from West in 
the crisis city of Berlin. In this 
second of a series of articles, AP

northwest to southwest. In some 
places it goes right down the cen­

streets.

where it leaves sidewalks on one 
side of the line and house doors 
on the other.

One of the oddest things about 
Berlin’s little Iron Curtain is that 
it is so porous.
